Iron Ore Deposits 
In Australia 


Recent Discovery Will- Yield 65 Per | 
Cent Pure Metallic 
Iron 

The recent discovery of enormous 
deposits of iron ore at Yampi Sound 
ifi northwestern Australia, is of great 
importance to the world. A lode sev- 
eral hundred feet thick and over 100 
feet wide runs many miles through 
two islands. Something like 100,000,- 
000 tons of ore, with an average of 
65 percent pure metallic iron, is ac- 
tually isp ; and the situation is 
such that the quarried material can 
be delivered by chutes directly into 
ship's holds. ‘ 

The world’s ecOnsumption of iron is 
of course, tremendous, and is steadily 
increasing. At present the supply is 
obtained from a few great d®posits of 
rich ore, but these wil] not last in- 
definitely, and when they have been 
exhauéted, mankind will be compelled 
to fall back upon lower grade ores. 
This will mean higher costof extrac- 
tion and a corresponding rise in the 
price of iron. 

Iron is in realfty the most precious 
of the: metals, inasmuch as it is the 
one most necessary té the human 
race. Our modern civilization might 
be said to be based upon it. It is the | 
chief giver of color to earth and rock. 
Nearly all substances contain it. 
circulates in the blood of animals and- 
pervades the juices of plants. The 
black specks to be observed in any 
handful of beach sand are magnetic 
iron ore, F 

Many years -ago a railroad was 
built for the purpose of fetching iron 
ore from the mines of the Vermilion 
Mountains, in the Lake Superior re- 
gion. A cut through the Mesaba 
Range revealed the greatest iron de- 
posit in existence, but the ore appear- 
ed in such unfamiliar shape that at 
first it was not recognized. It was 
soft, gravelly stuff, which now is dug 
out with steam-shovels. Experts say 
that nowhere else does the crust of 
the earth contain so large a mass of 
wealth. 

Explorers have been astonished to 
find in the wilds of Africa savages 
acquainted with the art of getting 
iron from its ores and working it. To 
smelt the ore they use a_ primitive 
blast furnace of baked mud, with 
charcoal for fuel and bellows to en-

Plan Revolution for Austria 


Russian Soviets Spreading Trouble in 
Central Europe 

Soviet Russia is preparing to fom- 
ent a revolution in central Europe, 
scheduled to take place in October. 
Lincoln Steffans, chief propaganda 
agent of the soviat government has 
arrived in Victina,' actompanied by 
soviet cOmmissioncrs. 

They have been commissioned to 
creatc headquarters in the Austrian 
capital, from which all the propagan- 
da of the revolutionists will be sent, 
and which ultimately will become the 
headquarters of the revolution itself. 

These reports are brought back to 
Paris from Vienna by Americans who 
say that Steffans is making no secret 
of the fact that Austria is expected 
quietly to turn Communist. When 
this is accomplished, he is. quoted as 
saying, the revolution will spread to 
Czecho-Slovakia, Roumania, Hungary 


It! and from the latter country into Ger- 


many and even further west.

“Number of Years 

Samples of the 1920 wheat crop 
have alrgady been brought for in- 
spection by the Gavernment Grain 
inspector at Calgary, Alberta. So far 
the grain is equal to the best that 
has been seen for a great number of 
years. . 

The samples of wheat examined 
weigh about 62 pounds to the bushel. 
It is expected, though, that this will 
be improved with later samples. Prac- 
tically all of the wheat brought in 
to date is grading No. 1 Northern, 
and is of a particularly bright color. 
The berries are full of gluten and will 
find especial favor in the’eyes of the 
millers. 

The rye that has been tested is of 
the highest grade, some samples re- 
gistering 58 pounds to the bushel. 
Samples of oats from British Colum- 
bia have also been sent to be inspect- 
ed. This grain is especially’ heavy 
this year, one tested bushel weigh- 
ing 45 pounds. The standard weight 
for a bushel of oats is only 32 pounds,

The Honorary Advisory Council 
for Scientific and Industrial Research 
has awarded a grant of $5,000 to as- 
sist-Professor J. C. McLennan. in his 
investigations of the properties of 
helium, to determine its uses for 
lamps of various kinds, amplifying 
values and high resistances, etc, Prof. 
McLennan, of Toronto University 
who is devoting all his cnergies to 
this end, was aftathed to the British 
Admiralty during the war in an ad- 
visory capacity. Under the admiral- 
ty’s direction, a series of successful 
extensive investigations were conduc- 
ted, one result of = was the dis- 
covery that Canadian natural gas, in 
which helium exists, possessés ‘the 
advantage of being readily separable 
into its constituent parts, and by the 
extraction of the other properties the 
helium left free. 

Helium, which is a non-combustible 
gas, very nearly as light as hydrogen, 
proved of great value in the operation 
of balloons, and vast quantites were 
exported during the war from Can- 


adian gas fields and utilized in France 
in observation ballons and other 
lighter than air war craft. The value 
of the gas as a commercial product 
is largely enhanced by its comparat- 
ive scarcity, the United States and 
Canada being the only countries in 
which it is found. Its value is estim- 
ated at not less than ten cents per 
cubic foot, and at the present time it 
is being wasted at the rate of one 
million cubic feet per month. One 
of the chief endeavors of .the Re- 
search Committee is to discover a 
method of conservation, in which it is 
confident that Professor McLennan 
will be successful. Most of the wast- 
age takes place in the Bow’ River 
district near Calgary. In that city, it 
is estimated that 12,000,000 cubic feet 


of helium is being lost yearly. 


The investigation now under way, 
among other researches, involves the 
liquefaction of the gas. Though as 
yet thc uses the extraction have been 
put to are limited, it~ts confidently 
believed that utilization will cover a 
wide range and the property be of 
greater benefit in peace than in war.

For Water 


Scheme to Improve Southern Saskat- 
chewan’s Water Supply b 


Southern Saskatchewan is taking tag 
steps to improve its water supply. te 
The scheme which is being consid- : 
ered by the Saskatchewan Water "i 
Supply commission involves bringing 
water from the Southern Saskatche- 
wan river to Regina and Moose Jaw. 

a distance of over 130 miles. ” 

Seven million dollars is the minim- 
um cost of the scheme. This figure 
is based on a main line system to 
Regina, built of wooden staves, with 
a branch line to Moose Jaw. If a 
concrete’ line is to be used the cost 
will be $11,000,000 and if a steel line 
is used the cost to the cities will be 
$13,000,000. 


Trade Agreement With West Indies 


The new trade agreement conclud- 
ed recently between Canada and the 
British West Indies has now been 
‘made public. It provides for an in- 
crease in the mutual preference from 
20 to 50 percent; it extends the free 
list, and makes arrangements for an 
increased eteamship service—a week- 
ly service between Canada and the 
eastern group of the British West 
Indies, and a fortnightly service with 
the Western group. 


Oil in Far North 


Ten Batrel Flow Has Been Struck at 
A Point Within the 
Arctic Circle 


Oil has been struck by the Imperial 
Oil Company, at a point just within 
the Arctic circle, north of the Great 
Slave lake, and close to the McKen- 
zié river, according to a recent an- 
nouncement. The flow of oil is small 
and possibly cannot be made use of 
economically, but it is regarded as 
significant that oil has been found 
there. The flow is ten barrele a day. 
Much more hopeful enterprises are 
being carried on at other points, and 
good results are expected at Czar, 
Alberta, where the company’s well is 
already 2,000 feet down. It is expect- 
ed that oil will be found in another 
500 feet of boring.

Articles Made of Rolled Gold Are 
Fairly Strong 
Rolled gold articles are sometimes 


better than real gold, and_ electro- 
plate bette? than’ real silver. The 
reason is that real gold and_ silver 


articles sometimes consist of such 
thin metal that they dent at a touch. 
Sometimes even will not bear dust- 
ing. On the other hand, articles 
made of rolled gold have a face of 
genuine metal, while they have the 
support of base metal, and are there- 
fore fairly strong,-and may be hand- 
led without any danger. A good deal 
also depends upon the grade of the 
genuine metal. There are two grades 
of silver — one of these bears the 
stamp of the lion, and the other bears 
no stamp at all. In gold, as every- 
one knows, there are various grades, 
most articles being made of metal 
between 9 carat, 15, or 18 carat. There 
is also 22 carat, and there is 7 carat; 
but the latter is very rarely used, 
though one does happen on articles 
made.with this metal from time to 
time.

This 
flours had all been bought on the bas- 
is of $3.15 a bushcl for No. 1 North- 
ern at Fort William, as fixed by the 
wheat board, which the millers said 
had practically controlled prices both 
for the buying of wheat and the sell- 
ing of its products. 

The wheat. board, it was stated, 
would go out of exidtence on August 
31, and then business will return to 
its normal conditions, as in pre-war 
days the big milling firms buying iv 
competition and sclling in the same 
way, with no fixed prices beyond the 
market quotations.
